Beitzel reported that there 
now seems to be plenty of water 
in the Mtn. Lake Water System, 
and the sanitary district is 
somewhat puzzled as to what 
happened. They will attempt to 
find an answer so that the prob- 
lem won't recur next winter 
South Garrett Industrial Park 

The engineer engaged by the 
sanitary commission to design 
the South Garrett Industrial 
Park system has finished the 
design and submitted it to the 
health department for review 

The sanitary commission has 
been advised by the state that 
they won't approve the line ex- 
tention unless the Bausch and

GCC To Be Given 
Final Approval 


The Board of Trustees for 
Garrett Community College 
met March 19, and learned that 
the State Board for Community 


Dean of Academic Affairs 
Fred K. Leary told the board he 
had received the formal ap- 
provement and that the pro- 
gram would next have to be ap- 
proved by the State Board of 
Education on April 4. He said he 
felt certain that the new pro 
gram would begin in September 
of this year. It will be a certifi- 
cate program. 


Funding 

President Randall Harman 
reported that the funding pro- 
posal for Maryland Community 
Colleges is presently being read 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee and that the com- 
panion Senate bill No. 506 is also 
being read. He felt sure the pro- 
posal would go through as pre- 
sented by the State Adminis- 
tration. Several minor amend- 
ments added to the bill were 
voted on yesterday with un- 
favorable results 

The $ million proposal was to 
increase the student aid rate to 
$25 per FTE, although 
Governor Harry Hughes still 
contends he will not find the 
money for that. The outcome of 
the vote will be known in April 

Harman stated, ‘The pros- 
pects of the bill passing look 
good, but I'm not counting it in

Phosphorus—Coming In Low 

I have noticed on the soil analysis coming across my desk that 
about 50% of our fields are low in phosphorus. Phosphorus is very 
important and there are a few points I would like to remind you of. 
There are 3 facts about Phosphorus: 1) P. moves very little 
through the soil, 2) P. becomes fixed and relatively unavailable in 
our clay, acid soils, and 3) Recovery of applied Phosphorus by 
plants ranges only from 10 to 30%. If your fields are low in 
Phosphorus, it is important that you place the Phosphorus close to 
the root zone this spring. When the soils are cold, Phosphorus 
uptake is less. Phosphorus is very important for good root growth 
on young plants. Test your soil—don’t guess.

Facts And Statistics 

County residents should be 
happy to hear that only 5,000 
tons of salt had to be used on the 
highways this winter as op 
posed to the 21,000 tons used last 
year. Shop Clerk Ellis con 
tributed the much lower salt 
usage to the less than usual icy 
conditions experienced this 
winter 

The S.H.A., like the county, 
used much more abrasives this 
year and coupling that with all 
the overtime hours the depart- 
ment was over-budget because 
of the month-long storm. 

Goldsborough stated, though, 
‘They don't complain about it 
downstate when we have a hard 
winter. There is a separate 
budget for road maintenance 
and they expect us to get the job 
done regardless of the cost 
Saftey is much more 
important.” 

Equipment 
Unlike the Garrett County 


Roads Department, the county 
division of the State Highway 
Administration does not own its 
equipment.

S.H.A. are two Blanchet blow-

years. “That's what we're try- 
ing to look at in drafting these 
regulations,’ he said, ‘‘because 
if we don't do something about 
it, don’t address it now, the time 
is going to come when we're go- 
ing to have a dead lake. It's 
going to be commercially dead, 
and it’s going to be biologically 
dead. That's my very strong 
belief,” said Watson 

Several concerns seemed to 
be uppermost in the minds of 
those attending. One of those 
concerns was the lack of speed 
limits on the lake. Several prop- 
erty owners commented on 
whether or not a specific speed 
limit would work. According to 
Commissioner Gregg, there 
was some concern within the 
committee structure about the 
lack of lake speed limits. They 
were convinced, however, that 
it was futile to try and control 
speed alone. One reason was 
that marine speedometers are 
not accurate. Another reason 
was that speed itself is not so 
much a factor, if the vessel is 
being operated in an unsafe 
manner 


Goodbye, Lois. 
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Some landowners were afraid 
that the buffer strip use permit 
they held would not be issued to 
the person they might sell their 
property to in the future. 

The proposed regulation 
reads that the permit may not 
be issued to a landowner unless 
that person held or was eligible 
to hold a valid dock permit 
before the imposition of the 
moratorium on August 12, 1983, 
or owns at least 150 feet of land 
fronting on the buffer strip 

It was suggested that the reg- 
ulation be changed to say ‘‘that 
person, or that person's suc- 
cessor in title’. The explanation 
was given that the use of the 
buffer strip is not a “right’’ but 
a privilege granted by Penne- 
lec, and as long as any one 
person has the privilege to use 
the buffer strip, all will have the 
same privilege, and any new 
owner will be as eligible as the 
previous owner was 

Another topic of discussion 
concerned tying docks or boats 
to trees on the buffer strip. The 
regulation reads, “A person 
may not attach any manner of 
rope or cable to or around tree 
or shrub on the buffer strip.”’ In 
answer to questions of ‘‘what 
then would we tie the docks 
to?"’, Gregory explained that 
landowners would be permitted 
ta incert civ ta aiaht fant ctalroc 
into the ground to tie docks to. 

Other regulations which 
prompted discussion included: 

Power boats longer than 25 
feet would not be permitted on 
the lake, while pontoon boats 
could not be longer than 28 feet 

Ed Scofield, speaking for the 
Marine Operators on Deep 
Creek Lake, stated that the 
overall length be changed to 26 
feet to stay consistent with 
manufacturers’ building sizes. 
He also said that the limit on 
pontoon boats would make sev- 
eral top lines nonconforming 
and no longer available for sale 
on Deep Creek Lake. 

A single family private land- 
owner shall be limited to one 
dock for swimming or boating, 
or both, with slip space for not 
more than three boats, for eac 
single family residence regard- 
less of the amount of lake front- 
age owned 

“Frontage”’ in this case re- 
fers to adjacent property on the 
buffer strip of the lake. Gregory 
said this would be done in order 
to maintain a limit on the 
amount of shore line taken up 
by docks 

No private land owner would 
be permitted more than three 
boats per use permit, and no 
more than two power boats. The 
exception is boats that weigh 


under 500 pounds, which could 
be beached in front of the land 
owner's property. 

One speaker asked if six 
people owned a condominium, 
what would happen when all six 
wanted to dock their boats on 
the lake. 

A Deep Creek Lake hearing 
Board of Appeals would be 
created. The board would re- 
view decisions of the lake 
management office and make 
recommendations to the secre- 
tary of the DNR, Dr. Torrey 
Brown, regarding any appeals 

This Board would consist of 
the members of the Deep Creek 
Lake Management Committee. 
Many of the people present 
seemed to agree with McHenry 
resident, Donald H. Carstens, 
who said, ‘I don’t want Torrey 
Brown to have the last say in 
any appeal I make."’ 

No boat would be operated 
with more than one engine, not 
to exceed manufacturer's 
recommended horsepower 
ratio, excepting that auxiliary 
engines up to 25 horsepower be 
allowed 

To this regulation, Scofield, 
for the Marine Operators, 
stated: ‘We feel the regulations 
and restrictions set down by the 
United States Coast Guard and 
the Boating Industry Associa- 
tins inven aatahlinhaa ante n cord 
stitutes a safe horsepower limit 
for boats and that the recom- 
mended horsepower estab- 
lished by these organizations be 
the legal horsepower without 
limiting the number of engines 
on a boat. 

No parasails or hang gliders 
would be permitted to be used 
on the buffer strip or water of 
the lake. 

No houseboats would be al- 
lowed on the waters of the lake. 

Fishermen would be required 
to obtain written permission 
from adjacent landowners prior 
to fishing from the buffer strip. 

Picnicking, camping, beach- 
ing of boats, swimming, and 
driving of vehicles on the buffer 
strip area would be prohibited 
by the general public, except in 
designated areas. 

A new classification system 
of permits would be created, in- 
cluding: Development permits 
for land developers establishing 
“common use’’ or group dock 
facilities; buffer strip use per- 
mits for placement of docks; 
special use permits for any 
other use, alteration, modi- 
fication, improvement, or other 
activity that takes place on the 
buffer strip. 

All factions present, DNR, 
Deep Creek Management Com- 
mittee representatives, and 


Odor Instigates Shutdown Of 


Bloomington’s New Water System 


The odor of an undetermined 
contaminate has caused the 
shutdown of Bloomington’s new 
water this week, 
according to local health de- 
partment officials 

The new water system, de 
veloped by the Bloomington Im- 
provement Association, had 
been in operation for approxi- 
mately one week prior to last 
Wednesday when the operator 
detected an odor from the water 


system 


and shut down the system 
The town previously pur- 
chased all its water from 


Westernport, and when the odor 
developed, the system was 
switched back to the old line 
which brings water from the 


Savage River Dam to the town 
of Westernport 

Local health department 
officials have conducted tests 
and sent samples to the health 
lab in Baltimore, however, no 
results have been received at 
this time. These results will 
help determine what the con- 
taminate is and help officials 
find the cause of the problem 

Until the problem is resolved 
and corrected, Bloomington 
will continue 
purchase its water supply from 
Westernport. The people can be 
assured, therefore that the 
water they are using is safe, 
stated a health department 
official 
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landowners and business repre- 
sentatives, felt that the public 
hearing was quite constructive. 
Other comments will still be ac- 
cepted by DNR until April 22, 
and Gregory emphasized that 
they would be taken into 
account in the further drafting 
of regulations. 

Among those also attending 
the hearing were: Del. George 
Edwards, Senator Bambacus’s 
representative Mona Smith, 
and all three Garrett County 
Commissioners.
